tinuous sitting of almost nine hours 
the senate 
at 8:45 o’clock 
Tuesday 
night passed the joint statehood bill. 
As passed the bill provides for the ad­ 
mission of the states of Oklahoma, to 
be composed of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory, and New Mexico, according 
to the present boundaries, with x\ri- 
zona eliminated. 
The long session was characterized 
by exciting incidents 
and many sur­ 
prises. 
Beginning promptly upon the 
convening 
at 12 o’clock the 
senate 
proceeded 
to consider 
the 
various 
amendments which had been suggest­ 
ed by the committee on territories and 
which had been passed over. 
One of 
the first of these taken up was 
the 
amendment prohibiting the sale of in­ 
toxicating liquors in what is now In­ 
dian Territory for the next ten years, 
and this was displaced by a substitute 
offered by 
Mr. Gallinger 
which ex­ 
tended the amendment 
to the entire 
state for a period of twenty-one years, 
and this was adopted. 


First Surprise of the Day. 
The first surprise of the day came 
when 
the committee 
accepted 
Mr. 
Foraker’s amendment providing for a 
separate vote by each of the territo­ 
ries of New Mexico and Arizona on the 
constitution to be adopted by the pro­ 
posed state of Arizona. 
That provision had 
scarcely been 
made a part of the bill when Mr. Bard 
presented bis amendment, originally 
offered by Mr. Patterson, 
which pro­ 
vided for the admission of New Mex­ 
ico as a state without the admission of 
Arizona. 
This amendment proved to 
be the point around which all the sub­ 
sequent proceedings of importance re­ 
volved. 
It was at first adopted by the 
close vote of 42 to 4<>. 
This vote was 
taken while the senate was sitting in 
committee of the whole and was re­ 
versed in the senate proper by the tie 
vote of 38 to 38. 


Arizona Eliminated. 
Subsequently the senate decided by 
a vote of 38 to 3t* to entirely eliminate 
New Mexico and Arizona from the bill 
and this result had 
hardly baan an­ 
nounced when 
Mr. Bard, 
in slightly 
changed form, renewed his proposi­ 
tion for the admission of New Mexico 
as a state and this tirne the amend­ 
ment prevailed by the vote of 40 to 37. 
One of the affirmative votes, was, how­ 
ever, cast by Mr. Beveridge, in charge 
of the bill for the purpose o.f_ moving 


the reconsideration 
of the vote, 
lit' 
was prompt in entering this motion as 
soon as the result was announced, but 
the motion was laid upon the table by 
a vote of 39 to 38. 
The effect was to 
eliminate Arizona from the Hill and to 
make one state out 
of New Mexico 
and another out of Oklahoma and In­ 
dian Territory. 
In this form the bill 
passed 


Gave Rise to Interesting Incidents. 
The defeat of the Bard amendment 
in the senate after it had been adopt­ 
ed in the committee of the whole gave 
rise 
to 
interesting 
incidents. 
Mr.

Then the fun begins.

blindfolded is turned round and round 
until she loses all knowledge of where 
the pinata hangs. 
A cane is put in lier 
hands, and she is told to hit the pinata 
and try to break it. 
She is given three 
chances. 
If she fails to hit it she sits 
down am id laughter and ridicule. 
If 
sle* hits it w ithout breaking It she is 
entitled to a small prize. 
A ml so It goes on, one a fte r another 
being called up, blindfolded and given a 
cane and thr«*«» chances to break the 
pinata. 
Finally one more fortunate 
than the rest su«,c*‘*,«ls in giving a hard 
enough blow, and, crush, the pinata 
falls to the grounds In humlrods of bits, 
and its eonteuts are scattered far and 
wl«le, 
A wild scram ble ensues. 
Everybody 
rushes forw ard to gather as much of 
the spill«*«! contents as possible. 
The fortunate breaker of th*» pinata 
gets a handsom e prize and Is nw arded 
the seat of huimr. 
lie or »he sits dow n 
and Is «loharred from another trial at 
breaking another pinata. 
As soon as 
th** confusion dies dow n and order Is 
som ew hat r<‘stored another «*lla is hung 
up and th«» sam e routine gone through. 
So the fun continues until the last piña­ 
ta is broken, and then the prizes nre 
aw arded. 
T he pinata party is the great social 
nnd fun m aking feature of the C hrist­ 
mas sea son.

In the families of wealthy Mexicans 
the luxury of the pinata often mounts 
into thousands. 
A fter the olla is decorated to the taste 
it is lilied. The tilling consists of pea­ 
nuts, hazel 
nuts, 
hard candies, like 
marbles, and all kinds of Mexican 
dukes. These dulces are candied fruits, 
nut paste, etc. 
Christinas night the pinatas are car­ 
ried in great state into the saki and 
suspended from the ceiling one at a 
time. 
Ail the relatives of the family 
are present, and as cousins of the fifth 
and sixth degree are reco gn ize and 
children are very numerous there is 
generally a large gathering. They all 
sit very demurely on chairs ranged in 
a row around the walls of the room. 
One person is constituted master of 
ceremonies, the eldest son or daughter 
of the house, lie or she stands in the 
middle of the room. Near by is a jar 
or umbrella stand tilled with apisaco 
canes or sticks. 
When everything is 
ready a child or grown person is"se- 
lectod and called by name. She comes 
forward and is blindfolded. 
Then the fun begins. 
The person 
blindfolded is turned round and round 
until site loses all knowledge of where 
the pinata hangs. 
A cane is put in her 
hands, and site is told to hit the pinata 
and try to break it. 
She is given three 
chances, 
lf she falls to hit it she sits 
down amid laughter and ridicule*. 
If 
sin* hits it without breaking it she is 
entitled to a small prize. 
And so it goes on. one after another 
being called up, blindfolded and given a 
canc and three chances to break the 
pinata. 
Finally one more fortunate 
than the rest succeeds in giving a hard 
(•noiigh blow, and, crash, the pinata 
falls to the grounds in hundreds of bits, 
and its contents are scattered far aud 
wide. 
A wild scramble ensues. 
Everybody 
rushes forward to gather as much of 
the spilled contents as possible. 
The fortunate breaker of the pinata 
gets a handsome prize and is awarded 
the seat of honor. 
Ho or she sits down 
aud is debarred from another trial at 
breaking another pinata. 
As soon as 
tii** confusion dies down and order Is 
som ewhat restored another olla is hung 
up and the same routine gone through, 
So the fun continues until the last pina­ 
ta Is broken, and then the prizes are 
a warded. 
Tile pinata party is the great social 
and fun making feature of tin* Christ­ 
inas season. 
After the pinatas have 
been broken and a supper has been 
nerved there follows dancing, or a trav­ 
eling company of Indians from the 
mountains is brought In to sing and 
dance in native costume. 
Those traveling Indians are som e­ 
what like the singing bands which go 
around at Christmas time from house 
to house in England, Germany, France 
and italy. 
They have been known aud 
popular In Mexico from time immemo­ 
rial.

Halifax, 
N. S., Feb. 
8 —During a 
rating gale and blinding snow storm, 
which has swept the Nova Scotia coast 
for the past 
twenty-four hours, 
the 
ocean steamer D amara of the Furness 
line ran on the rocks at Musquodoboit, 
thirty 
miles east 
of Halifax, 
early j 
Tuesday and is believed to have found­ 
ered with the loss of many lives. 
The first 
officer of the 
ship, with 
eighteen of the crew, escaped in one 
of the lifeboats and landed at Pleasant 
Point, 
after a terrific struggle 
with 
wind and s<*a. 
Captain Gorst, m aster 
of the Damara, four passengers and 
the rest of the ste a m e rs crew left the 
vessel in another lifeboat. 
They havo 
not 
been heard 
of since and 
it is 
feared that they have 
perished. 
The 
occupants of the boat which reached 
shore 
were uttorly 
exhausted 
and 
many of them were badly frost-bitten. 
They had a harrowing experience, bat­ 
tling in the darkness for hours in the 
open boat against 
tempestuous seas 
on a treacherous coast, with the ther­ 
mometer IO degrees below zero, and 
an 
Arctic 
blizzard 
raging. 
They 
landed on shore some time during the 
day and reached the- telegraphic office 
at Musquodoboit harbor Tuesday even­ 
ing, whence they wired the first news 
of the disaster 
to the agents 
of the 
Furness fine at Halifax, to which port. 
the Damara was hound. 


Ship Struck During a Blizzard. 
The survivors say that the steam er 
struck about 2 a. rn. when the blizzard 
was so thick that it was impossible to 
see a ship's length 
ahead, on what 
proved to he Musquodoboit ledge, five 
miles from the mainland. 
An immense 
hole, through 
which 
the 
sea 
poured 
in 
torrents, 
was 
smashed in the how 
of the steamer. 
Huge breakers swept the vessel fore 
and aft. 
Lifeboats immediately were 
ordered over the side 
and all hands 
left the ship. 
It is believed that the steamer must 
have foundered quickly and small hope 
is entertained for the safety of the 
captain and other 
occupants of the 
missing lifeboat. 
The wind is off 
shore and 
if the 
missing boat has not already swamped 
It 
has been 
driven 
seaward 
many 
miles and is now probably adrift on 
the \tlantle in the worst weather of 
the season. 
Tugs were 
dispatched from 
this 
harbor to search for the boat and to 
locate the hull of the Damara. 
The Damara left Liverpool on Jan. 
Pl for Halifax, by way of St. John’s, N. 
F , and left St. Johns for this port last. 
Saturday. 
The nam s of tho survivors can not 
ho learned, hut all of the crew were 
shipped in England 
There 
were 
thirty-four 
persons 
aboard, of whom four were passengers. 
The captain arid fourteen persons a re 
missing.

gress. 
A bill for the purpose was In­ 
troduced 
in the 
senate Tuesday 
by 
Senator McGill. 
A commission to car­ 
ry out the intention 
of the bill con­ 
sists 
of Jas. J. Hill, 
J. T. McCleary 
and T. IL Walker. 
An appropriation 
of $15,000 is carried. 
This project 
was taken 
up some 
time ago by the State 
Historical so­ 
ciety. 
Under an act of congress each 
state is entitled to place the statues of 
two of it s noted men in the national 
capitol building. 
Minnesota 
had not 
made any choice until the Historical 
s o c i e ty elected to name as one of the 
notables the late Alexander Ramsey. 
The memorial of the society was in­ 
troduced and read in connection with 
the hill. 
Poth were referred to the 
Anam e committee. 
Senator 
Wilson’s bill, 
which pro­ 
vides lor a I ifs rd of timber trespass, 
composed of the governor, auditor and 
sec retary of state, was passed without 
a dissenting vote. 
Under the hill, all 
cases of timber trespass will he set­ 
tled and compromised by this hoard, 
instead of by the state auditor, as here­ 
tofore. 


Amends the Game Laws. 
A hill by Mr. Johnson amends the 
game law. allowing quail to he killed 
and had in one's i>ossession between 
Oct. 15 and Nov. lo. 
Senator Dunn proposed 
a bill de­ 
signed to aid in the macadamizing of 
East Seventh street, from the end of 
the present pavement to the harvester 
works. 
Mr. Dunn’s bill allows an ap­ 
propriation of $10,000. 
A second bill by Mr. Dunn authorizes 
the council in cities of 50,000 or more 
to divert the course of any unnavig­ 
able stream where it shall appear in 
the interest of the public health to do 
so. 
The cost of making such improve­ 
ment is left to a board of five apprais­ 
ers, who shall take a report to the city 
clerk. 
Mr. Dunn also proposed a measure, 
appointing a commission consisting of 
Dr. A. J. Gillette of St. Paul, Stephen 
Mahoney of Minneapolis, and Robert 
O. Earl of St. Paul, to investigate the 
advisability 
of establishing 
a state 
hospital for indigent, 
deformed and 
crippled children in Ramsey county, 
and to report at the next session of the 
legislature any site 
tendered to aid 
such institution. 
Senator Morgan 
introduced 
a hill 
providing for the establishment, of an 
Industrial school for girls.

Selb. his hill providing for the estab­ 
lishment of free employment bureaus 
In the principal cities of the state, was 
taken from general legislation and sent 
to the labor committee.

scheme, left Washington with a p a r t y 
of 
eleven 
other 
convicts 
for 
the 
Mounsvllle, W. Va., penitentiary Tues­ 
day night to serve 
a sentence of two 
years’ imprisonment. 
The three pris­ 
oners 
who had 
surrendered to 
the 
United States marshal 
early in the 
day, spent part of the afternoon in the 
jail here and were taken from there 
to the Baltimore and^Ohio railroad de­ 
pot in a carriage, 
accompanied by a 
guard. 
The 
men were placed 
in a 
special car which was attached to the 
regular night train for the west.

three were handcuffed.

The cunning of the gray wolf is m ar­ 
velous, and it is most difficult to catch 
napping. 
Ile 
somehow 
seems

know that iron is associated with man. 
A piece of iron anyw here will keep 
him at a distance. 
If you shoot an 
antelope, for instance, aud Just put 
your spur on the carcass you may leave 
it as long as you like and no wolf will 
touch it. 
A pocket handkerchief will 
do as well. 
Lobo, a great gray wolf who was 
the king of the pack tit Curruinpaw, a 
vast cattle range in New Mexico, was 
a thinker as well as a ruler. 
His pack 
ate nothing but w hat they had killed 
themselves, and thus poison was no 
good. 
At last a thousand dollars was 
set upon his head. 
This brought ti 
noted wolf hunter from Texas, with 
his pack of great wolfhounds. 
But 
again there was failure. 
Then two 
other hunters came v\ itll subtly (bous­ 
ed poisons to work Ie > und ting. • h e n 
I came on the scene. 
First I tried 
poison, and there was no combination 
of strychnine, arsenic and prussic acid 
which I did not use. 
I put the poisons 
in cheese melted together with kidney 
fat, ami during the whole process I 
wore gloves steeped in hot blood. And 
I scattered the bait all over the ranch. 
The next morning I went out and 
found Lobo’s tracks, with the bait 
gone. 
I was delighted. 
I followed the 
track and found another bait gone 
and yet another. 
Then I found the 
three baits piled upon another one and 
covered with tilth. Lobo had evidently 
carried the first three in his mouth 
and had taken this means of express­ 
ing his utter contempt for my devices. 
But 
Lobo’s downfall came about 
through a big white she wolf who was 
always with bim. 
I managed to catch 
her in a trap. Then I knew we should 
soon have Lobo. 
Night after night he 
came around the homestead and mourn­ 
ed his mate in long, plaintive howls. 
I 
knew he would try to find her body. 
I set 130 strong steel wolf traps, and 
in one of these I caught him—a m ar­ 
tyr to constancy. 
And that was the 
end of Lobo.—Interview With Ernest 
Thompson Seton. 


T h e T o o l * o f Gentil*. 
Some of the greatest discoveries In 
physics and chemistry have been made 
with the simplest forms of apparatus 
and under the most modest conditions 
of laboratory equipment. One need only 
recall the achievements of the famous 
John Dalton and in later time of Sir 
Gabriel Stokes to Illustrate the point. 
As regards the latter, a comment of 
Lord Rayleigh is of interest. 
Stokes' 
experimental work, he says, was exe­ 
cuted with tile most modest appliances. 
Many of his discoveries were made In a 
narrow passage behind the pantry of 
his house, into the window of which he 
had a shutter fixed with a slit in it and 
a bracket on which to place crystals 
aud prisms.—-London Telegraph.

Iíallfnx, N. S., Feb. 8.—During a 
rating gale and blinding snow storm, 
which has swept the Nova Scotia coast 
for the past twenty-four hours, the 
ocean steamer Darnara of the Furness 
line ran on the rocks at Musquodoboit, 
thirty miles east of Halifax, early 
Tuesday and is believed to have found­ 
ered with the loss of many lives. 
The first officer of the ship, with 
eighteen of the crew, escaped in one 
of the lifeboats and landed at Pleasant 
Point, after a terrific struggle with 
wind and s«-a. Captain Gorst, master 
of the Darnara, four passengers and 
the rest of the steam efs crew left the 
vessel in another lifeboat. They have 
not been heard of since and It Is 
feared that they have perished. The 
occupants of the boat which reached 
shore were utterly exhausted and 
many of them were badly frost-bitten. 
They hail a harrowing experience, bat­ 
tling in the darkness for hours in the 
open boat against tempestuous seas 
on a treacherous coast, with the ther­ 
mometer 10 degrees below zero, and 
an Arctic 
blizzard raging. They 
landed on shore some time during the 
day and reached the telegraphic office 
at Musquodoboit harbor Tuesday even­ 
ing, whence they wired the first news 
of the disaster to the agents of the 
Furness iine at Halifax, to which port, 
the Darnara was hound. 


Ship Struck During a Blizzard. 
The survivors say that, the steamer 
struck about 2 a. m. when the blizzard 
was so thick that it was impossible to 
see a ship’s length ahead, on what 
proved to be Musquodoboit ledge, five 
miles from the mainland. 
An immense hole, through which 
the sea poured in torrents, was 
smashed in the bow of the steamer. 
Huge breakers swept the vessel fore 
and aft. Lifeboats Immediately were 
ordered over the side and all hands 
left the ship. 
It is believed that the steamer must 
have foundered quickly and small hope 
Is entertained for the safety of the 
captain and other occupants of the 
missing lifeboat. 
The wind is off shore and if the 
mis ing boat has not alr< adv swamped 
it has been driven seaward many 
miles and I now probably adrift on 
the Atlantic in the worst w*ather of 
the season. 
Tugs were dispatched from this 
harbor to search for the boat and to 
loeate the hull of the Darnara. 
The Darnara left Liverpool on Jan. 
?t for Halifax, by way of St. John’s, N. 
J F., and left St. Johns for this port last 
Saturday.

Uroff and Samuel A. Groff, both of this 
city, convicted in connection wlfh the 
promotion of a letter-box fastener 
scheme, left Washington with a party 
of eleven other convicts for the 
Mounsviile, W. Va., penitentiary Tues­ 
day night to serve a sentence of two 
years’ imprisonment. The three pris­ 
oners who had surrendered to the 
United States marshal early in the 
dn>, spent part of the afternoon in the 
jail here and were taken from there 
to the Baltimore and^Ohlo railroad de­ 
pot in a carriage, accompanied by a 
guard. The men were placed in a 
special car which was attached to the 
regular night train for the west. All 
three were handcuffed. Machen occu­ 
pied a seat in the car alone while the 
Groff brothers were linked together by 
their cuffs. There were four guards, 
one remaining all the time at each end 
of the car. The three postal prison­ 
ers had a corner of the car to them­ 
selves. Occupying other seats in 
front of them were eleven negro crim­ 
inals. None of Machen’s relatives was 
at the depot to see him off, but a large 
number of friends greeted him, shook 
hands and several pledged their readi­ 
ness to supply him money if he needed 
it. A letter carrier, not uniformed, 
grasped his hand, said he had the sym­ 
pathy of thousands of carriers. 
Mr. Machen said he was innocent, 
that he had spent practically all of his 
money in his defense, that to liquidate 
the fine of $10,000 which he also was 
sentenced to pay he would take the 
oath of insolvency and spend one more 
month in the penitentiary. He said 
that his money was so much exhaust­ 
ed that his brothers and brothers-in- 
law would have to take care of his 
family and that the latter would go to 
Westminster, Md., next summer.
